Crashed the Cheeky Youngster, 
In view of the disgraceful duel be- 


tween tile Duke of Orleans and the 


Jotmfc of Turin we publish the follow- 
ng article -which shows the manner in 
•which British officers settle disputes: 


Officers have th&ir disagreements, of 


ourse, like other men, and they have 
o be settled. 
Dueling is forbidden by 


aw as well as by modern ideas and 
ommon sense. Complaints respecting 
infractions of mess etiquette or of nn- 
gentlemanly or unsoldieiiy conduct may 
IB submitted to the mess committee, the 
lunitn c powers of which are extremely 
arreaching The life of an officer "sent 
o Coventry" by his fellows is unendura- 
)le, and his only chance is to exchange. 


But all this is moral suasion only, 


ind in the end disputes are frequently 
ettled by a resort to first principles— 
he rule of fist—while redress is ?omo- 
imes obtained in ways ns drastic as 
hey are novel. 


A gentleman joined a crack cavalry 


regiment. lie had no pedigree or fami- 
y to recommend him. In fact, his fa- 
;her was a retired brewer, and by the 
scions of nobihty among his comrades 
:o was rather coolly received. 


"Are you the pon of Dash, the brew- 


er'" inquired one of these, 
"lam." 
"Then why didn't your father bring 


you up to his trade?" 


"Oh, well, you're the sou of Lord 


Blank, aren't you?" 


"Yes." 
"Then why didn't ho bring you up a 


;entleman?'' 


Tho upshot of this was a rough and 


tumble, wherein was demonstrated that 
in the army a plebeian is the equal of a 
peer—if he can bos as well. 


Another gentleman from the ranks of 


trade came home one day to find all the 
crockery and breakable articles in his 
rooms smashed, the same being intend- 
ed by tho wreckers as a delicate hint 
that his presence among them was ob- 
jectionable. 


He was late for dinner that evening 


and apologized to the president of the 
mess for it, explaining what had hap- 
pened—that he had been to the rooms 
of the three he suspected and icturned 
the compliment; if ho had wronged 
any, he would apologize and restore the 
articles; if ho had hit on the right ones, 
they could have satisfaction in the rid- 
ing school after dinner.

Ono " cheeky'' youngster appeared 
to think he could tako any liberties 
with such an easy going mountain of 
flesh, and in the billiard room one night 
he carried his impudence beyond all 
reason.

He simply 


dropped his cue, picked tho offender up 
and sat him violently down on aside ta- 
ble, ignorant or heeuless of tho fact 
that upon it were standing glasses and 
decanters.

impertinent one and weeks before he 
could appear in the saddle again. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that he gave 
"Molly" Maguire a wide berth after 
that.—Pearson's Weekly.

THE EFFECT OF 
HANNA1SM 
IN 


OHIO, 


In 1895 Asa &Bnshnell received a ma 


jonty of 96,622 votes over Campbell 
Democrat, for Governor of Ohio. Thai 
year Ooxey, Populist, received 52,675 
votes for Governor. This year Bush 
nell hao a plurality of 28,100 over Chap- 
man, Silver Democrat, for the same 
office and Coxey's total vote is 6,254 
Pester, the Gold Democrat 
fared 


•worse than Ooxey, having received 
only 1,661 votes in the State. 


The great falling off in the Kepnbli 


can vote is attributable to the popular 
ity of the Free Coinage sentiment anc 
the growing antipathy to the methods 
of the great boodler, M. A. Hanna, who 
was appointed United States Senator 
by Governor Bashnell to fill the va 
canoy created expressly for him by 
giving John Sherman a place in th< 
Cabinet. The falling off of Coxey's 
vote is said to be due to the fact tha' 
"General" Coxey and his "middle o 
the road" men sold out to Mr. Hanna 
It was shown in the State Contention 
which nominated Coxey that many o 
the delegates, who prided themselves 
on being "middle of the road" men 
were supplied with money by Mr 
Hanna'a agents to 
oppose 
fusion 


These sell-out fellows were the loudes' 
talkers and the most violent dennnci 
ators of Bryan and his adherents, anc 
in compliance with the instructions o 
Mr. Hanna they nominated Ooxey for 
Governor. The Gold Democrats, also 
obeyed the mandates of Mr. Hanna by 
placing a candidate in the field for 
Governor, who did not receive even as 
many votea as Ooxey. 


But noticeable as was the falling off 


in the Republican vote for Governor i 
was mnch greater in the vote for mem 
bera of the Legislature, 
Last winte: 


the Republicans had a majority o 
eighty-seven on joint ballot—twenty 
five in the Senate and sixty-two in the 
Honse. Ttat 
majority 
has 
been 


practically overcome and 
notwith 


standing the "doctoring" of returns in 
close counties by Mr. Hanna's manipa 
lators a change of less than one bun 
dred votes would give the Silver Dem 
oorats a majority on joint ballot and 
consign Mr. Hanna to oblivion. A; il 
ia the silver men have a majority in 
the Senate and it is extremely doubt- 
ful whether Mr Hanna or some less 
objectionable man will be 
elected 


United States Senator, 
The best and 


cleanest element in the Republican 
party is against the great boodler, and 
though every trust, Eastern money 
loaning agency and monopoly in the 
State favored him, and the influence 
and patronage of the Administration 
was used in his behalf, and the Mid' 
die of tbe Road and Gold Democratic 
aide-shows were run in his interest, he 
was virtually, if not actually, repudi- 
ated by the masses of the respectable 
people of Ohio at the polls. 
Seldom, 


indeed, has such a rebuke been admin- 
istered to the press-proud, arrogant 
boodle-dispenser as that- given Mr. 
Hanna on the 2d day of November in 
the year of grace 1897, by the inde- 
pendent and nnpnrchasable citizens ol 
Ohio. 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 


The demand for a postal savings 


bank system, which was made some 
years ago by the people and ignored 
by Congress, ia again heard throughout 
tho Eastern States. Nearly all civi- 
lized nations have adopted the savings 
bank system in connection with the 
post office and there seems to be no 
good reason why the United States 
should be an exception to the rule. It 
can be conducted without expense to 
the Government and its benefits to the 
people would be incalculable, as has 
been proven by experience in many 
parts of Europe. It not only supports 
itself, but is a source of revenue to the 
Governmoot. It encourages habits of 
thrift among those who have to work 
for wages and among all who have 
small Incomes. It makes people patri- 
otic, as every depositor has a personal 
interest in maintaining the Govern- 
ment 
It has a tendency to prevent 


panics, as depositors would know that 
their savings would be secure so long 
as the Government existed. The Gov- 
ernment could invest deposits in 
United States bonds so that the people 
wonld own a sharo of the public debt, 
which is now monopolized by the gold 
trust. If the Government debt was 
owned by the masses of the people of 
the United States, as it wonld be if 
postal savings banks were established 
at every money order post office, in- 
stead of by the European gold trust 
*nd its American agents, Mr Hauna 
nor no other boodler could collect a 
campaign fund of $16,000,000 to colon- 
ize doubtful states, purchase votes and 
•tuff ballot boxes in Presidential elec- 
tions, and hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars, now sent to Europe annually k> 
pay interest on bonds, would be dis- 
tributed among tho people at home, 
who would not care whether London 
money lenders and their agents in 
this country valued our dollars at 43 
or 63 cents each, so long as these dol- 
lars were a legal tender for 100 cents 
wherever the stars and stripes float. 


A bill is to be introduced at the next 


session of Congress for tbe establish- 
ment of postal savings banks, and in 
the contest now being waged in the 
Sixth Congressional District of Illin- 
ois, which comprises a part of Chicago, 
to fill a vacancy caused by the death 
of Congressman Oooke, the platforms 
of bolh parties pledge the candidates 


to use all honorable means to secure 
the passage of the bill. The "Post- 
master General in bia annual report 
recommends the establishment of each 
banks by the Government and unless 
the gold trust ban an absolute mort- 
gage on Speaker Eeed there is a prob- 
ability of the measure going through 
both Houses at the ensuing session of 
Congress.

A Tower Two Thousand ITeet High. 
William J. Frye, an architect of New 


York city, has drawn plans for a tower 
to commemorate the consolidation oi 
Greater New York. The proposed towei 
is to be 9,140 feet in height, in all 10- 
speots the most wonderful structure m 
the world. The Eiffel towor in Paris is 
984 feet high, nearly half that of tho 
proposed observatory tower for Now 
York. 


The tower is to "be twelve sided and 


built of steel. The lowest portion will 
be 300 feet in diameter and will bo 
flanked by four pavilion buildings, giv- 
ing the structure a base of 400 feot 
The outer walls will be of cement and 
wireoloth. Internally the tower will 
be a labyrinth of steel columns, gird 
ers, beams, plates and other shapes in 
steel, no particle of wood being used in 
construction or finish.

Tinsel rubrics and the More: Costly Bro- 


cades of Gold and Silver. 


Tinsel fabrics are' the lower priced of 


;he cloths into which gold or silver 
threads have been woven. In tinsel fab- 
rics the gold threads are of brass or cop- 
ier, gilded, and the silver threads ;are 
of •Nviiite inetaJ. .These tnreadsof m'etal> 
originally fine \vire, are lolled flat and 
Durnished. and they glisten in the/fabric 
•whgrevor the pattern; brings them to the 
surface. Tinsel fabrics- are made;ah6ut 
Shree-fonrths of a yard in Sviilth, and 
shey sell at 75. cents to §2. SO a yard.; 
They come in. various colors, and many 
of them are beautiful and artistic in de- 
sign. Some are conies of old Venetian 
tapestries. Tinsel fabrics/are used for 
church and for theatrical purposes and 
sometimes for gowns and for decorative 
purposes.

The costlier fabrics, -with interwoven 


metal threads, are called gold and sil 
ver brocades. In these the gold threads 
are of silver, gold plated, and the silver 
threads are of pure silver; the body of 
the fabric is of silk. The brocades are,all 
beautiful, and many of them are ex 
ceedingly so.- These fabrics are made 
aboiit five-eighths of a yard in width, 
and they sell at various prices up to $25 
and sometimes as high .as §50 a yard. 
The costliest of these fabrics are very 
rarely imported-into this country, bro 
cades.at $10 and $12 a yard being about 
the highest priced \ised here. If more 
elaborate fabrics are req.uired,xthey are 
usually imported to ordeiv The finer 
fabrics, with metal threads, are made 
in France, the commoner kinds in Ger- 
many. 


Gold and silver .brocades are here 


used almost exclusively for church pur 
poses and chiefly for vestments. They 
are imported in red, violet and greeu 
and also in black with silver threads, 
the black and silver being for mourning.

Stoves and liangcB Used at Sea. 
>. 


Stoves and ranges used at sea bave 


two peouliarities. One is that the doors 
are made to turn down and not to swing 
and have fastenings to hold them se- 
pnrely when they aro shut, so that they 
can't possibly fly open.. The other pe- 
cuHarity is in tho rack on top. It is ele- 
vated four or flvo inches and runs around 
the edge of tho stove to keop the pots 
and kettles from sliding off. 


Some stoves and ranges used afloat 


are also provided with crossrods which 
run from the fixed rod at the back of 
the stove to the rod in front across the 
top of the pots and kettles and hold 
thorn down and keep them from shift- 
ing. 
They are used in very heavy 


weather or when the ship is rolling. 
For some reason these orossrods are 
more used on British than they are on 
American ships. 


When a vessel is in port the front rail 


of the rack is usually taken out, and 
then the cook has an easy access to the 
top of the stove as ho would have with 
a stove ashore.—New York Sim.
